Yu Ming was a young Chinese man. He was working, day after day, in a supermarket in a big Chinese 
town. He was tired of the work and of the manager, who was very bossy. One day Yu Ming went to the 
library. There was a globe on the counter of the library. Yu Ming spun the globe, and when it stopped he 
put his finger on one country: it was the map of Ireland. The librarian didn't like his spinning the globe! 

Yu Ming obtained a book about Ireland. On page 1 he read (in Chinese):- 
*Population: Four Million 
*Capital City: Dublin 
^Official Language: Irish 

He decided to learn Irish, and got an Irish Grammar book. This, of course, puzzled the librarian. 

Yu Ming studied earnestly for six months. He read, and he listened to tapes on his Walkman, saying the 
phrases out loud again and again. We see him standing in front of a mirror, talking with himself: 

"Yu Ming is my name. What is your name?" 
and, in the manner of Robert de Niro, 

"Are YOU talking to ME?" 

Eventually, Yu Ming flew to Ireland. In Dublin Airport he saw directions written in English (which he didn't 
understand) and in Irish (this made him smile). He took the Airport Bus to the City Centre. He walked to 
the Youth Hostel closest to Bus Aras (the central Bus Terminus). The hostel is called "Isaacs". He was 
hoping to hear and to speak Irish. However, the happy male receptionist greeted him with, 

” G'day, maaatei Did'ya 'ave a good floight?" 
in an extreme Australian accent! This was a major puzzle for Yu Ming. 

"Do you have a bed , please?" 

he asked, in Irish. Now it was the receptionist who was puzzled. Fortunately, another tourist guessed 
what Yu Ming was needing, and in the end he got a bed. 

The next day Yu Ming walked around the city seeking work (here there are some good views of Dublin on 
screen). Nobody understood what he was saying. He went into a pub. 

"I'm looking for work > please " 

he said to the barmen, - a couple of "Jackeens" who didn't understand one word of their own country's 
language. And the Chinese man's Irish was just wonderful. 

One of the Jackeens said in English, 

"We can offer you a Guinness.../' 

Of course, Yu Ming didn't understand this, because it was English that was being spoken. But, when he 
had at first been speaking Irish, an Irish-speaking old man sitting at the end of the bar had been listening. 

This "Gaelgeóir" struck up conversation with Yu Ming. How delighted he was to be understood! The old 
man was amazed that Yu Ming had arrived from China only the previous day. Yu Ming told him that Ire¬ 
land was where he was now living and that he needed work. He also said that he knew only a little Irish 
(but this was not true, - his Irish was very good). The Gaeilgeóir explained to him that it was only in cer¬ 
tain areas of the country that the people used Irish, that is to say, The Gaelteachta. 

Throughout the film there are some very funny moments, but now, in my opinion, comes the best: in Eng¬ 
lish , of course, asks Jackeen number one of Jackeen number two, 

"Did you ever know that Paddy could speak Chinese?" 

At the end of the film we see a group of young people entering a pub in The West of Ireland. There work¬ 
ing behind the bar, wearing a great smile, is Yu Ming himself. 

"Welcome to Connemara " 
he says, in great Irish, of course! 
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Cumann Gaeilge na h'Astráile, the Irish Language 
Association of Australia is a non-profit organisation 
run entirely by volunteer tutors and a voluntary com¬ 
mittee of management.

ment. 

Members receive a quarterly newsletter; access to 
the library; and also enjoy weekly singing and infor¬ 
mal conversation sessions; as well as participation in 
occasional social events and residential language 
schools. 
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
